Ltr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  I96I,  as  required  by  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations, 

Statistics;  The  Registrar-General  estimated  the  mid-year 
population  of  the  Foiral  District  as  22,810  persons;  that  is  5^0 
more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  Census  for  I961  shows  a numerical  increase  of 
2,362  v/hich  represents  a percentage  increase  of  11,3  since  the 
1951  Census, 

Dirtha:  The  total  number  of  live  births  Tiras  375(337  in 
i960  and  the  corrected  birth  rate  was  10,69  as  compared  v;-ith  a 
of  17.4  for  England  and  Wales, 

Deaths:  There  were  142  male  deaths  and  I65  female 
deaths  making  a total  of  307  from  all  causes  as  compared  viith 
315  for  I96C1,  The  corrected  death  rate  was  13.4  as  compared  T/ith 
a rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  12,0, The  number  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year  was  5 (8  in  I96D). 

Ifei-in  Draina,G:e;  During  the  year  the  Council’s  main  drainage  schemes 
continued  to  progress.  Further  headway  was  made  with  the  scheme 
for  Stonrington  and  parts  of  Thakeham  and  Sullington,  The  pumping 
station  for  the  main  drainage  of  Castle  Lane  was  put  into  operat- 
ion in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  \7ork  commenced  on  the  Small 
Dole  scheme  in  June  I96I  and  on  the  scheme  for  WTest  Chiltington, 
Nutbourne  and  Thakehar.i  in  Angust  and  on  that  for  Ashington  and 
Washington  at  the  end  of  the  year  I961.  The  Council  also  consider- 
ed proposals  for  the  main  drainage  of  Coldv;altham  and  Water sfield 
and  Aimberley, 
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Reallocation  of  time  of  the  Medical  OfTioer  of  Health,  In 
19^1  I made  a request  to  the  Council  for  a revision  of  my 
contract  so  that  I would  have  more  time  for  the  ever 
increasing  committments  of  a medical  officer  of  health.  A 
joint  meeting  of  the  authorities  concerned  took  place  at 
which  an  agreement  v;as  provisionally  reached  to  revise  ray 
contract  so  that  I would  have  more  time  for  my  Distilct 
duties  by  being  released  from  some  of  my  County  Council 
duties.  The  County  Council  confirmed  that  they 
concurred  in  the  agreement.  I was  disappointed,  however, 
that  the  District  Council  found  themselves  unable  to  do  so. 

Public  Health  Inspectors.  The  position  in  I96I  as  regards 
time  spent  on  Public  Health  Inspection  duties  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors,  who  are  also  part  time  Sumreyors^  remained 
much  the  same.  However  I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report 
at  the  time  of  going  to  Press,  that  the  Council  have , 
follov/ing  certain  reorganisation,  appointed  a full  time 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  this  will  improve  the  position,

the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support,  to  the 
officers  of  the  other  Departments  and  to  the  staff  of 
mr  Department.

SECTION  III 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  ARM 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936 

The  Public  Health  Act,  193^,  deals  with  certain 
enactments  relating  to  public  health.  Among  its  provisions 
are  those  regarding  Sanitation  and  Buildings;  Nuisances  and 
Offensive  Trades;  Water  Supply;  Prevention  Notification  and 
Treatment  of  Disease. 

Dusflpins  and  Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse. 

Collection  of  refuse  takes  place  regularly  in  all 
parts  of  the  district,  iveekly  in  the  built-up  areas, 
fortnightly  in  the  less  populated  parts,  and  monthly 
in  remote  areas.  Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  at  disposal  places  in  Henfield,  Washington  and 
Steyning. 

Dustbins  are  supplied  and  maintained  by  the  householders. 

Cleansing  of  Verminous  Houses 

During  the  year  3 houses  were  found  to  be  infested 
with  fleas  and  2 with  flies . 

Inspection  is  made  of  accommodation  occupied  by 
prospective  tenants  of  Council  houses  in  order  to  ensure  that 
furniture  and  other  belongings  are  free  from  vermin  prior 
to  removal.  No  action  was  necessary  in  19^1. 

Provision  of  Public  Conveniences 

The  Council  provides  and  maintains  public 
conveniences  in  different  parts  of  the  Rural  District. 

They  are  situated  at  Bramber,  Pulborough,  Henfield, 

Steyning  and  Storrington.  All  have  wash-hand  basins. 

Offensive  Trades  There  are  no  offensive  trades  situated  in 
the  Rural  District, 

Provision  of  Mortuaries 

There  is  no  public  Mortuary  in  the  Rural  District, 

By  arrangement  with  the  respective  councils  bodies  are 
received  from  Chanctonbury  into  the  public  Mortuary  at 
Shoreham-by-Sea  and  the  public  Mortuary  at  Horsham, 

During  1961  Shoreham-by-Sea  received  18  bodies  and 
Horsbamn  received  5 bodies  from  Chanctonbury, 
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Public  Swiinininie;  Baths,  etc. 


There  are  no  pubic  svvdmming  baths  in  the  district.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


Public  Supply.  The  North  West  Sussex  Water  Board  is  the  statutory  water 
undertaker  for  the  whole  of  the  Chanctonbury  Rural  District  since  April  1st 

1960,  when  the  water  undertaking  of  the  Steyning  8.  District  Waterworks 
Company,  Limited  were  taken  over  by  the  Board. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  E.R,  Griffiths,  M.I .C .E. ,M.I .W.E. , the  Chief 
Engineer  to  the  North  West  Sussex  Water  Board  for  the  information  which 
follows  regarding  the  public  supply  to  the  Chanctonbury  Rural  District, 

The  water  supply  to  the  Chanctonbury  Rural  District  is  obtained  from 
the  Harding  'umping  Station  (River  Rother)  from  the  boreholes  at  Smock 
Alley  and  Nutbourne,  and  in  the  case  of  Steyning,  Bramber  and  Upper  Beeding, 
from  a borehole  in  the  chalk  at  Upper  Beeding  (Steyning  Pumping  Station), 

Regular  bacteriological  examination  of  the  water  is  carried  out  and 
below  is  a table  giving  the  reports  on  bacteriological  examination  of  samples 
of ^water  taken  from  the  Board’s  supplies  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 

1961. 

None  of  the  water  is  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action.

SMURAG-E  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


During  I96I  the  Council's  Hain  Drainage  Schemes  continued  to 
progress. 

Also  in  1961  the  work  of  connection  of  existing  properties  to 
the  sewer  was  carried  out  in  the  parishes  of  Henfield,  Pulborough 
and  parts  of  Bramber  where  the  main  drainage  schemes  have  been 
completed. 

A total  of  approximately  I70  connections  v^ere  made  in  these 
parishes  during  the  year. 

Cesspool  Emptying  and  Disposal. 

This  still  presents  its  problems. 

There  are  still  approximately  4,000  cesspools  in  the  Rural 
District  because,  while  some  are  being  discontinued  as  a result  of 
connections  to  sev;ers,  unfortunately  others  are  being  installed  in 
areas  of  new  development  where  main  drainage  schemes  do  not  yet 
exist;  I would  add,  however,  that  this  development  is  taking  place 
where  main  drainage  schemes  are  proposed  and  so  the  intention  is 
that  connections  to  main  drainage  will  eventually  be  made. 
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RA.G  FLOCK  /iIJD  OTHER  FILLING-  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 

This  Act  requires  registration  v/ith  the  Sanitary- 
Authority  of  all  premises  where  such  fillings  as  are  specified 
by  the  Act  are  used.  The  Act  is  designed  to  secure  the  use 
of  "clean"  filling  materials  in  upholstered  and  other  articles 
which  are  stuffed  or  lined.

Section  47  and  Section  I respectively  of  the  above 
mentioned  Acts,  provide  for  the  removal  to  suitable  premises 
of  persons  who 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or,  being 
aged  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living 
in  insanitary  conditions,  and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not 
receiving  from  other  persons  proper  care  and  attention. 

Unfortunately  it  vra.s  necessary  for  your  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  to  obtain  under  Section  I of  the  National 
Assistance  Amendment  Act,  1951  a Magistrates  Order  for  the

On  Ath  April  Mrs,  A was  not  so  well  and 
died  in  the  early  hours  of  5th  April,  196l. 
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Mrs.  B.  was  admitted  to  North  View  East  Preston  in 
August,  1961  and  settled  very  nicely  in  the  Home,  Your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  visited  her  during  the  first 
three  weeks  and  recommended  the  Council  to  make  application 
to  the  Magistrates  Court  for  an  extension  of  the  Order 
for  a period  of  3 months, 

Mrs,  B continued  to  enjoy  life  at  North  View  and 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  visited  her  on  several 
occasions • 

In  December,  I96I  the  Order  was  again  extended  for 
a further  3 months.

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THE  CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT, 

19^0 


The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960, 
has  two  main  parts.  Part  I introduces  a licensing  system, 
to  be  operated  by  the  local  authorities  for  the  regulation  of  ' . 
the  establishment  and  operation  of  caravan  sites.  It  deals 
solely  vidth  caravan  sites.  Part  II,  on  the  other  hand, 
amends  the  law  relating  to  tovm  and  country  planning 
generally  and  not  only  to  caravan  sites. 

The  Act  requires  that  before  a site  licence  can  be 
granted  to  an  applicant  planning  permission  for  use  of  the 
land  as  a caravan  site  must  have  been  obtained.  If  the 
applicant  is  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  planning  permission 
the  local  Authority  must  issue  a site  licence  within  two 
months  of  the  date  oh  which  the  applicant  submits 
the  prescribed  particulars.  Section  22  of  the  Act  however, 
provides  that  before  a local  planning  authority  grant 
permission  for  the  use  of  a caravan  site  under  Part  III 
of  the  1947  Act,  they  must  consult  the  local  authority 
having  the  pov/er  to  issue  a site  licence  for  the  land 
in  question. 

In  pursuance  of  his  powers  under  S.5(6)  of  the  Act, 
the  Minister  has  specified  model  standards  with  respect  to 
the  layout  of,  and  the  provision  of  facilities,  services  and 
equipment  for,  caravan  sites  or  particular  types  of  Caravan 
site. 

In  the  District  there  are  30  individual  caravans  and 
11  camping  sites  comprising  274  caravans. 

During  I96I,  10  Enforcement  Notices  or  Discontinuance 
Orders  were  served  in  respect  of  caravan* sites . 

In  8 cases  appeals  were  lodged.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  4 of  those  appeals  had  been  hoards  one  of  which  wes 
successful;  the  decision  on  the  other  3 had  not  been  received 
by  the  end  of  the  year.

FACTORIES 

FACTORIES  ACT.  1937 

District  Councils  have  certain  responsibilities  in 
connection  with  general  health  and  welfare  provisions  in 
factories.  These  differ  according  to  ;vhether  the  factory 
is  a power  factory  or  a non-power  factory,  i.e.  whether 
mechanical  power  is  or  is  not  used. 

In  the  case  of  non-power  factories,  the  duties  are 
concerned  with  the  provisions  relating  to  - 

Cleanliness, 

Overcrowding, 

Temperature, 

Ventilation, 

Drainage  or  floors. 

Sanitary  Conveniences. 

In  power  factories  the  only  duty  of  the  District  Coxmcil 
relates  to  sanitary  conveniences,  the  other  health  provisions 
being  the  responsibility  of  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories,  vdio 
is  also  responsible  in  both  types  of  factories  for  the 
requirements  relating  to  provision  and  maintenance  of  suitable 
and  sufficient  lighting, 

Distidct  Councils  are  also  responsbile  for  enforcing 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  Outwork, 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  117  factories  on 
the  Register  - 15  non-power  and  102  power  factories. 

Homework  - Outworkers
